UNITED, NATIONS, N.Y. 
(CP)—The United States 
said today the latest Soviet 
proposals on disarmament 
appear to open an avenue 
for further discussion and 
“we definitely do not .reject 
them.”

MEMPHIS (AP)—One of the 
Miller Siamesetwins, -whose 
joined skulls and brains were 
separated by complex surgery, 
died Monday night—a few hours 
after the operation. 

The twins came through the 
actual surgery in fair condi- 
tion. Physicians hoped both 
would live. But Constance, in 
a sudden turn for the worse, 
died five hours later.
